Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 16-23, 25-34 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
teach or suggest a method for manufacturing an ink jet recording head comprising: 

forming a pressure generating chamber from a chamber plate with a pair of sides such 
that said pair of sides comprises a plurality of arcuate portions; and 

forming an ink supply plate on a side of said chamber plate, said ink supply plate 
comprising an ink outlet passage comprising an upper passageway and a lower passageway 
which is displaced in a downstream direction from said upper passageway, as in the context of 
claim 16. 

The closest prior art, Pidwerbecki, discloses to form an ink supply plate with displaced 
passageways, however that chamber plate does not have a plurality of arcuate portions. The 
nozzle plate does have arcuate portions, but the chamber plate does not have arcuate portions. 
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There is no motivation to provide the plurality of arcuate portions in the method of Pidwerbecki, 
as in the context of claim 16.
